»«vW liaison for the exchange of information on eomrunist activities as pro- 
vided in Resolution 93 of the Xth InterAmerlean Conference at Caracas* and is 
now able to report that Mr. Alfredo BUCH0B* Deputy Director* Diyiaion of North 
American Affairs* has been designated by the Foreign Office as its i 1 * 18 ®® 
officer for this purpose. The Embassy liaison officer will be Mr. E.A. uiliaore* 
Jr.* Counselor of fflabassy. 

On April 12* 1956* the Embassy liaison officer delivered to Hr., Bucb&i 
the first eleven pages of the report transmitted with CA o7«2 of March 5* A950* 
and also discussed with him certain local communist activities which had 
recently cone to the Embassy’s attention, A copy of a memorandum of conversa- 
tion on this meeting is transmitted herewith. 

With reference to the Department’s circular telegram Ho ; . 533* the Embassy 
has hereto fo*r encountered difficulty in finding qualified speakers willing to 
give public addresses on the issue of international ccmrouj* t sra , and who are 
not also opponents of the MNR Qcrvenunenk . It is continuing its efforts in 
this direction* and will report further developments as they occur.
